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A government has, and properly so, 
too, certain powers denied to individ¬ 
uals, but they should be exercised with 
due regard to equity and justice. The 
income tax department may go back 
as far as it pleases to recover front 
the individual, but we saw a letter re¬ 
cently in which it declined to go back 
to 1938 to remedy an error by which 
the individual had let himself in for 
a larger tax than he should have paid.

Some of the legislation passed at 
the last moment in Ottawa with the 
assent of all parties argues that there 
are more debtors than creditors in 
this country.

In accepting a Senate amendment 
-to a government measure, Mr. La¬ 
pointe issued a warning to that body 
to mind its own business.

The govern¬ 
ment is rather disappointed that the 
Senate has not given it a better 
chance to go to the country again on 
a constitutional issue and demanding 
“reform” of the upper chamber,

It cannot be charged that Conserva¬ 
tive Senators were influenced .by par- 
tizanship. It is true that they opposed 
some government measures, but it is 
also true that these measures had the 
support of all the other parties in the 
Commons.

The law of diminishing returns 
does not take long in getting into op¬ 
eration. The Ontario government 
raised the gasoline tax from six to 
eight cents and the returns for April 
showed a loss of $45,000 as compared 
with those of the previous April. It 
is said that gasoline and liquor do not 
mix, but they have united in showing 
how the law of diminishing returns 
works. Customs, excise and other 
taxes on liquor, when too high, tempt¬ 
ed smugglers, moonshiners and boot¬ 
leggers. The legitimate oil and gas 
business has been complaining for 
some years of illicit trading in its 
commodities. It is this rather thai. 
diminishing consumption that accounts 
for the larger portion of the diminish¬ 
ing returns. There may be some corn- 
mensuration, but we know not what it 
is. The British navy was built up 
partly from the revenue cutters de¬ 
signed to prevent the smuggling of 
foreign wines and brandies.

M. D. Royal By-Law to Pro¬ 
hibit Stock Running Loose; 
No Protection Against Crop 
Damage 


All councillors were present at the 
regular meeting of the M.D. of Roy¬ 
al, held on Monday, June 12th. Owing 
to the rain and bad roads the meeting* 
was held on the Monday instead of the 
regular day, Saturday, the 10th. 

The financial statement of the 
month of May was presented to the 
council. Discussion of the statement 
followed. It was noted that collections 
during the month of May were greater 
than for the same period in previous 
years. 

Instructions were given to apply 
ballances in school trust account on 
the school loan and to .pay off the hos¬ 
pital loan to the bank. 

- Rescind By-Law 

A~ letter from the Chief Inspector, 
Department of Municipal Affairs, in 
respect to the Domestic Animals By- 
Law which was sent to the Depart¬ 
ment for approval, was read. The 
letter stated that Article (1) of the 
by-law should be deleted in view of 
the fact that sheep, to which it re¬ 
ferred, were domestic animals. The 
by-law, when in effect, would have 
prohibited domestic animals 'from 
running at large within the Municipal 
District, thereby making it possible 
for farmeis to remove fences as desir¬ 
ed. The classes of animals coming 
under the by-law included horses, 
mules, asses, cattle, goats, geese, 
sheep and swine, the period of prohi¬ 
bition from running at large was for 
the whole year and the area of prohiT 
bition was the whole district. 

Motion by Mr. Gordon that the by¬ 
law pass its first reading was carried, 
with Reeve Bennett opposed. It was 
explained that, outside of prohibiting 
animals from running at large, no 
other protection could be given far¬ 
mers by the municipality. Farmers 
who took their fences down and had 
their crops damaged by stock running 
loose would only be able to impound 
the stock, as no damages can be col¬ 
lected unless the crop is protected by 
a lawful fence. A motion by Mr. Snow 
that the by-law pass its second read¬ 
ing was lost, Messrs Gordon, Graham, 
Bennett and Bateman opposed. 

Discuss Doctors’ Contract 

The matter of a contract with the 
doctors to look after“residents of the 
Municipal Districts was discussed at 
length. The contract now in effect in 
the M.D. of Harmony was read to the 
council. Dr. W. W. Almond was in at¬ 
tendance and gave his views of the 
matter. He was of the opinion that 
such a contract would include about 
five doctors in the district, and that 
ratepayers would be given the oppor¬ 
tunity to select their doctors, and the 
amount of fees to each doctor be pro¬ 
rated accordingly. 

Reeve Bennett expressed himself 
as being strongly in favor of such a 
contract being put into effect in the 
Municipal District. No motion was 
made on the matter. 

Discussion in respect to the Foot¬ 
hills School Division requisitions fol¬ 
lowed. The secretary-treasurer read 
a letter from the Inspection Branch, 
Department of Municipal Affairs ask¬ 
ing for information regarding the 
council’s decision in respect to pac¬ 
ing the arrears. The secretary-treas¬ 
urer’s reply was read. 

Mr. Bennett reported that he had 
been present at a council meeting at 
the M.D. of Dinton on June 3rd, at 
which time that district passed a res¬ 
olution asking that a meeting of the 
Association be held to discuss the 
payment of requisitions. The council 
was agreeable to such a meeting. 

The council again discussed the 
matter of doctors and indigent bills 
for medical services. 

The following motion was moved 
by Mr. Gordon and carried unanimous 
ly: That the Municipal District of 
Royal offer the doctors (Carson and 
Almond) the sum of $4<M> each per 
year to look after indigent residents, 
of the Municipal District. 

A letter from E. D. Robertson.

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WHAT TOWN EXPECTS FROM COUNTRY 


A few weeks ago this paper had an editorial on what 

■* *the farmer expects from his district town. This wu.- 
widely reproduced in other papers, giving the farm view¬ 
point quite an amount of publicity. It has been suggested 
that in order to make the perfect whole, we should .dis¬ 
cuss what the town desires or expects from the surround¬ 
ing countryside. - 

In order to provide the facilities and services which farm 
people appreciate, the town must have reasonable secuiltj 
of the country trude. It has a right to expect patronage, if 
for no other reason than that farm values are enhanced 
by proximity to a good town. It makes the rural area more 
desirable, and becomes a financial asset. 

An instance in this district illustrates the points. A far¬ 
mer, desiring to sell his land, advertised it, placing great 
emphasis on the town near which the land was located, 
and playing up the facilities of the town. As a direct re¬ 
sult of the services the town provided, he sold his land for 
$10.00 an acre more than he would otherwise have obtain¬ 
ed. Yet ironically,-this man never patronised the town 
whicfi he used for reference and “boost” in his ad. He did 
all his buying in the city, but brazenly took advantage in 
his ad. of the business centre which other more loyal far¬ 
mers and townspeople had created. Considering that he 
had made no contribution to the upkeep of the town, he 
must surely have felt some guilt. If other'rural residents 
had followed his practice, there would have been no town. 

One often hears the argument, "I owe nothing to local 
dealers. 1 buy where I like.” That is a false and short¬ 
sighted view. We are all interdependent, as individuals 
and as groups of a community. The more patronage a town 
enjoys from the surrounding district, the better facilities 
it can provide. It will have better schools, better churches, 
better professional services of every type. The stores will 
be able to increase stock and carry better stock. More ex¬ 
pert mechanics will be available. Sports and recreational 
outlets will flourish, and the town in its material aspect, 
*- its streets and homes will be more attractive. 

In these days of easy travel, when education, hospitali¬ 
zation and so on, are becoming increasingly centralized, it 
is very important to the farm population that they have a 
good town near at hand. When children reach high 
school age and must leave home, it is a great advantage to 
have them within easy reach where they can have a fail 
measure of home oversight. 

If it is not out of place, one might mention also a town 
facility, very greatly appreciated by rural residents, the 
cemetery. This last resting place is kept beautiful, largely 
by town taxation. .There are few people either in town oi 
country who have not some link with the local cemetery, 
and value the care which is being given.

Therefore both 
doors are now open; and 1 feel .'it 
should he possible to reach a solution 
satisfactory to all reasonable (ample 
in every constituency.” 

The resolution passed by the Lib¬ 
erals in convention: “We recommend 
that in any constituency where the 
majority of Liberals in that constit¬ 
uency desiie to eo-operate with any 
other group or groups of political 
thought in supp'ort of some other can¬ 
didate, the Liberal party in Alberta 
will support that candidate and the 
executive is hereby instructed to pro¬ 
ceed- accordingly." 

In further discussion at Ited Deer 
provincial Liberal convention, active 
objectives which were approved were 
extensive housing scheme, water con¬ 
servation, reforestation, road con¬ 
struction. Cp-operative purchasing to 
reduce cost of machinery and repairs 
was pledged; co-operative, marketing 
jif oil and gas; freight charge reform;

Then, 
asked Mr., Blackstock, what was the 
d (Terence between the proposed guar¬ 
antee of a loan to a farmer and the 
advance of $350 made by the F.I.D. to 
the Bassano Creamery and Produce 
Company. 

Mr. Gray declared there was a dif¬ 
ference. In one instance the F.L.D. 
was giving a guarantee without con¬ 
trol of'the money. But in the case of 
the advance to the Bassano Creamery 
the F.I.D. had control of the money 
and cream and butter as well.

Wnon the autumn school term rolls 
round, a number of the small schools 
in the Foothills Unit will be closed, 
•and the children from the affected dis¬ 
tricts will be carried by van or car to 
some adjoining graded school. This 
decision has been reached by the divis¬ 
ional board of trustees after a com¬ 
plete survey of the small school dis¬ 
tricts in the unit. In every instance 
parents and taxpayers have been con¬ 
sulted and have approved of the move. 
Several delegations have met with the 
board earlier this year asking that 
their stjhools be closed. One reason is 
that attendance may be so small as 
to impair the efficiency of a school, 
and in many cases also the number of 
pupils is insufficient to secure any 
government grant. 

There are fourteen schools to b? 
closed, mainly in the eastern part of 
the district. In order to accommo¬ 
date the additional pupils coming in 
at Herronton and Mossleigh, there 
will be two new rooms opened at each 
of these points. 

The tentative distribution of attend¬ 
ance is as follows; Mossleigh is ex¬ 
pected to absorb the pupils from 
small districts of Cottage, Plain Val¬ 
ley, Antrim, Klntdale and Mossleigh 
rural. Pupils from Arrowwood, Hill- 
crest and Pleasant Grove may go to 
Herronton; Blind Creelc and Wilcier- 
ntan may go to Blackie; pupils from 
Harvey to Vulcan; front Richmond 
Hill to Brant; from Round MoumFto 
Nanton; from Little Bow to High 
River. In all instances, when schools 
are closed, the board provides trans¬ 
portation to another school. It is be¬

Explains Optional Conditions 
And Other Angles As Affect¬ 
ing Stock Industry 


Affects Youths of 19 -and 
Over; Terms in Respect to 
Board and Lodging 


At the annual meeting of'Western 
Stockmen, Hon. K. C. Manning was 
present to discuss the provisions of 
the Marketing Act, many phases of 
which had seemed objectionable to 
stockmen, Mr. Manning said: “I am 
not here to urge the cattlemen to es¬ 
tablish a maiket scheme. If the ma¬ 
jority of the livestock men of Alberta 
do not want a marketing scheme, 
they’ll not have one. If they do, the 
government has provided the machin¬ 
ery whereby they may have one.” 

He explained that the Act was en¬ 
abling machinery, becoming opera¬ 
tive in respect to the industry only on 
approval of those most concerned. 

in his address, Mr. Manning said 
that the Alberta Marketing Act had 
been passed in response to a demand 
“everywhere made” for more orderly 
marketing. The time had. come, he 
said, for advances in marketing tech; 
ni«|Ue to begin to keep pace with the 
progress in production methods. Many 
of the provinces of Canada had al¬ 
ready adopted marketing legislation. 
Alberta’s new act is based largely on 
the one in British Columbia, he stated. 

Wants Best Qualified 

The fundamental principle under¬ 
lying the act. according to the speak¬ 
er is: “Those in an industry are the 
ones best qualified to determine the 
best methods of solving the industry’s 
problems. 

“I mention this to clear up rumors 
'circulating around the province that 
the intent and purpose of the act was 
to enable the government to interfere 
with the operation of your business 
and to take over control of the mar- 
ket ; ng of your products,” he said. 

Producers had not been called in to 
■ssist in the preparation of the act, 
because it was only enabling legisli- 
tion. When the time comes to prepare 
the specific schemes, practical sugges¬ 
tions will be received, he said.. 

"1 can give you every assurance 
that insofar as the preparation of ii 
specific scheme under Fart I is con- 
icrned, it will be prepared by the men 
n the industry themselves. The gov¬ 
ernment will assist only in the way 
that the industry requests, and by- 
putting the regulations into effect,” 
inid Mr. Manning. 

First, you must decide on whether 
<>u want a marketing scheme-or not. 
We haven’t any intention of saying 
llcie’s a pet scheme of ours. You must 
adoot it,’ Then if you decide that you 
want a plan, determine what are th>' 
marketing problems that you want 
olved. Well come into it this far: The 
government is ready and willing to 
give assistance and co-operation in 
your deriving of the best possible 
scheme that you can prepare. 

The resolution later passed, asked 
-more time to discuss the matter, ask¬ 
ing that part 1 of the act (affecting 
the industry) be not enforced 
producers had greater opportunity “5f 
studying 4he act and suggesting 
changes. 


HAIL INSURANCE 


Lowering of the age groups for 
male workers so as to bring youths of 
19 under provisions of the adult mini¬ 
mum wage regulations was ordered 
by the Alberta Board of Industrial Re¬ 
lations during the week. Under terms 
of the order, which rescinds that 
made on September 24, 1937, the min¬ 
imum of 33 1-3 cents an hour must be 
paid to male workers of 19 and over. 
Previously the 33 1-3 cents rate ap¬ 
plied only to those of 21 and over. 

For workers engaged for less than 
four hours, a rate of 40 cents must be 
paid for a minimum of four hours. 
Overtime rates are one and one-half 
times normal rates. 

Where board and lodging are fur¬ 
nished as part payment of wages, the 
amounts to be deducted from earnings 
at the prescribed rates are $5 for a 
full week of 21 meals and 25 cents for 
a single meal; $2 for seven days’ lodg¬ 
ing arid 25 cents a day for less than 
a week’s lodging. A general dropp¬ 
ing of all age groups is ordered by the 
board. 

Exemptions cited in the order are 
(a) those who may be exempted by a 
new Order of the Board; (b) employ¬ 
ees in an industry who may already 
work under an agreement made pur¬ 
suant to the Industrial Standards act; 
(c) casual, seasonal or temporary 
workers engaged by others than em¬ 
ployers in industry, business, trade or 
occupation; (d) m?le apprentices in¬ 
dentured with tne, approval of the 
Board; (e) contract and commission 
workers whose contract is approved 
by the Board; (f) workers in any bus¬ 
iness, industry, trade or occupations 
governed by a Code schedule pursu¬ 
ant to the Trade and Industry Act; 
(g) contract workers engaged at a 
stated salary by the week, month or 
year whose contract is approved by 
the Board. 

The new order countermands that 
made on Sept. 24, 1937.
